>One of my most successful "tricks" has been a method to fill holes 

>in panels of rigs with wrinkle finish. Bet you haven't read about 

>this method anywhere: 

> 

>I fabricate a metal "plug" of same material & thickness (or slightly less) 
>as the original panel. Hold it in place with some tape from behind. 
>Mix a small amount of epoxy and fill the front. Then, when the epoxy is 
>about half way cured, I take "Silly Putty" and make an impression of the 
>textured wrinkle finish, and transfer it to the curing epoxy. The some- 
>what oily nature of the "Silly Putty" allows acts like a release agent, 
>allowing it to be easily and cleanly peeled away from the cured epoxy. 
>I then paint the repaired area with some thinned down paint that won't 
>fill in the new textured epoxy too much.

>I did this on the same rig, an early HRO with 2.5v tubes, and it worked 
>great. It had two 1/2 inch holes. One is completely unlocateable from 
>the front, and the other can be located by a slight depression, but only

No signal ? It could be weaker, but should not be non-existant. 


If you open the transmitter and look under the receiver antenna 
connections which are just above the key, you will find a small piece of 
glass board with an RF choke and couple of capacitors on it. Somewhere 
near that board there are two glass diodes, back-to-back. Those are the 
clamping diodes to prevent signal from the transmitter from getting to the 
receiver. One or both of those might be shorted. The only other thing 
you could check, although it is VERY hard to get to, is the receiver 
antenna coupling cap. It is in the transmitter on another small piece of 
board buried under or near the 2E26 nearly in the center of the 
tranmitter.. I would check the other things first though. 


You could also have connected the receiver antenna to the wrong connector. 
There are three clustered close together. A ground connector, the receiver 


antenna connector, and an external key connector. Two of them are side by 
side and the third is below them, between them and the key. The receiver 
antenna connector is the one on the top right of those three as I remember 
it. 


Do you have a schematic?

So far we have determined that either you will lose about 3 db when 
connected to the transmitter or 0 db. We have had reports of both. Mine 
loses about 3 db. According to the manual, when using the 

transmitting antenna and connected to the transmitter antenna 

change-over connections, your received signal should 

be weaker on the lower frequencies but not on the higher. A separate 
receiving antenna is suggested for maximum performance of the receiver. 


> By the way, the neon lamp next to the crystal socket glows continuously. 


This IS correct. When you actually peak the oscillator at the crystal 
frequency, it will glow much brighter. This is with key down of course. 
Be sure to follow the calibration chart on the front panel. The 
oscillator can peak at two different frequencies and could possibly put 
you out of band if you choose the wrong one. Tuning is pretty touchy since 
the circuit has to cover a wide range of frequencies with one cap.

I have an old RCA Signal Generator (it is really a modulated oscillator) 
with no cables. The connectors on the instrument look like a cross section 
of coaxial cable 

and I know were common at one time on this type of instrument.

The originals in most cases were Amphenol microphone connectors. 
These are now carried in the Switchcraft line, and are available from 
Mouser. Configuration of the panel part is external screw threads, 
about 5/8 dia, with a flat phenolic piece and the center conductor 
soldered to a rivet at the center. 


My preferred "fix" is to remove the old connector and install a flange 
BNC, which goes in the hole perfectly. The original is usually a 
press fit, so you'll have to whack it after taking the nut off. Using 
a BNC allows you to use pre-made RG-58A/U cables off the shelf.

Hi Gang, 


In a posting on June 11, I proposed adding surge current-limiting 
thermisters to the power supplies of the Viking 500. The benefits of 
limiting the surge current are (1) reduced "jolt" on the relays, filter 
capacitors, relays, and switches, and (2) less fuse-blowing at turn-on, a 
notorious problem with the Viking 500. 


I've had several inquiries abaout the modification, so here are more 
details, as well as the results of measurments of the post-modification 
inxrush current. 


To remind you of the situation, here is the average current draw of each of 
the three power supplies in the Viking 500, as well as the measured inrush 


current BEFORE adding the surge limiters: 


Fuse Rating Average Current Inrush Current 
1 Amp SB 0.92 Amp 5.1 Amp 
4 Amp 1.28 Amp (key up) 4.9 Amp 


1.36 Amp (key down) 


6 Amp 2.95 A (CW, 355 mA) 23 Amp 
(each fuse) 
2,52 A (AM, 305 mA, no mod) 
4.46 A (AM, 305 mA, 100% mod) 


VV VV VV VV VV VV 


The recommended surge limiters are as follows, with ratings as shown: 


> For the 1 Amp circuit: Use Digikey KCOQ14L-ND ($2.35) 
cold resistance: 50 ohms 
max current: 1.1A 


> For the 4 Amp circuit: Use Digikey KCOQ20L-ND ($2.35) 
cold resistance: 25 ohm 
max current: 1.7A 
(Note: In my original posting, I recommended using KCQ21L-ND. Having 
experimented a bit, I now think this one is slightly preferable. If you've 
already ordered the KC-012-ND, then don't bother changing it.) 
> 
> For EACH 6 Amp circuit: Use Digikey KCOO7L-ND ($2.58) (two required) 
cold resistance: 16 ohms 
max current: 4A 
(Note: This is also a change. The original posting suggested the KCOO6L-ND, 
but now I think this is a slightly better match. The original will work 
fine as well.) 


INSTALLING THE SURGE LIMITERS: All surge limiters are located in the power 
supply. For the 1 Amp circuit, I mounted the surge limiter on two unused 
pins of the VR tube located nearest the rear of the chassis. I cut the 
orange wire to the 1 Amp fuse and routed the wire to one of the surge 
limiter leads. I then ran a wire from the other lead to the 1 Amp fuse 
holder. I left about 1 inch lead length on the limiter, and insulated each 
lead with sleeving. I positioned the limiter horizontally, to maximize heat 
convection upwards. 

To install the limiter for the 4 Amp circuit, I mounted a one-lug 
terminal strip on a connector mounting screw next to the 4 Amp fuse holder. 
I relocated one of the wires from the fuse holder to the lug, and bridged 


the limiter between the lug and the vacated terminal on the fuse holder. 
Again, I oriented the limiter for heat convection, using long leads, and 
kept it well away from other components. 

To install the two limiters on the 6 Amp circuit, I mounted a three 
lug terminal strip on a connector mounting screw adjacent to the two 6 Amp 
fuse holders. As with the 4 amp circuit, I used the two limiters to bridge 
between the terminal strip lugs and the fuse holders. 


RESULTS: the measured inrush currents, after the limiters were installed, 
are as follows: 


1 Amp Circuit: 1.4 Amps 
4 Amp Circuit: 1.5 Amps 
6 Amp Circuit: 5.6 Amps 


Clearly, these are enormous improvements over the unmodified circuit. I 
have checked each limiter for an extended period under key-up, key-down, AM 
and CW modes, with no signs of overheating. 


CHANGING THE FUSE RATINGS: With the greatly reduced inrush currents, it is 
now possible (and desirable) to change some of the fuse ratings. I now use 
a 1.5A (non slow-blow) fuse in the 1 Amp circuit, a 2 Amp non-slow-blow 
fuse in the 4 Amp circuit, and 6 Amp non-slow-blow fuses in the HV circuit. 
Before the modification, I had to use 8 Amp fuses in the HV circuit to 
keep them from popping at turn-on. After the modification, I've had no 
problem whatsoever with popping fuses. It takes about two hours to install 
the limiters. I'm so pleased with the results, that I'm thinking about 
doing a similar modification for my Valiant. Maybe doing so will quiet down 
the turn-on clunk of the Valiant.

Hi! 

To make a long story real short, WA9MFF, the neighbor across the alley, 
noticed my HF activity last week...on his TV! (And on cable, no 
less--blasted leaky system). (Hey, he copies noise-burst CW pretty well, 


enough to pick out a certain W5 call). 


The little Jones breadboard 0/P network does not discriminate against 


harmonics very well. It's not happy looking at a 50R low-pass filter, 
either. So I am working on yet another 6L6ish thing, this one to be ina 
metal case (drat!) with a real pi-network on the output. Had a look at 
Bob Dennison, W2HBE's take on this in ER #74, June of '95. 

'2HBE's "1937 Transmitter" is a '42 job, rather than 6L6. No problem, 
right, the '42 likes a 3700R load in class C, 6L6 prefers about 3K, all 
one has to do is look at the ARRL's "cookbok" pi-net charts and scale 
accordingly. 

Wrong! Either I can't calculate the inductance of a coil, or Bob's 
pi-net inductor values are high by a bit more than 1.5X. Or he went fora 
different loaded Q (ARRL uses 12, which sounds about right). Condenser 
values are near as needful, like within 1 per cent. 

Anyone have a notion or two on this topic? I'm not hugely worried (not 
too hard to prune a coil!) but things aren't making much sense here. It's 
clear Dennison had his gadget working, so I've missed something. The 
error seems too big for the (imperfect) approximation we all use for 
calculating inductance of solenoid-would coils and the numbers I get 
square with the "Lightning LC Calculator" results.

Several folks have commented lately about using a piece of braid from coax 
as a desoldering wick. No, it does not work as well as the commercial 
stuff, but it is cheap and quick, and if you have a really big blob of 
solder to remove, like from the solder tab of a capacitor can, the bigger 
braid comes in handy. Just remember to dunk the piece of braid into some 
rosin soldering flux first. 


Don't have any? Well the expedient thing is to make some. It really is a 
mixture of abeitic acid with some mild "activating" agents dissolved in 
solvent. OK, the local drug store does not carry this either. Well the 
term rosin is exactly what it means - pine rosin. Find a pine tree with an 
old wound and knock off a chunk of the sticky sap, dissolve it in 
turpentine, and you are in business. 


Since the white pines here in east Tennessee do not produce as much of the 
sticky stuff as did the long needle pines of SC, I went to a music store 
and bought a rosin block used by violin (fiddle in TN) players. It cost 
about 75 cents and I now have enough liquid flux to last a lifetime! 


And the smell? Aaaah, it brings back good memories. I will never forgive 


Heathkit when they went to that incense-containing solder that Ersin could 
not sell to anyone else.

Hi gang I'm rejuvenating an SX-28A (at least I think its an A model, 
how do I tell for sure?). I need the alignment instructions as I only 
have a partial manual with schematics and parts list etc. I don't need 
the front end alignment information, just the I.F. part. What concerns 
me is do I align the IF with the selectivity switch in the max or 
min(not xtal) position? As you know the selectivity in these receivers 
is controlled by a switched conglomeration of resistive loading of the 
I.F. transformers and increased inductive coupling between the plate and 
grid coils, so its pretty complex and I want to do it right. I have all 
the necessary equipment, sweep generator, scope, signal generator, 
counter etc. So if anyone can provide me with a copy of the I.F. 
alignment instructions, or if anyone has a complete manual for sale it 
would be a great help. Of course I'll pay copying and shipping costs. 


p.s. In replacing some of the resistors, many of which have nearly 
doubled in value over the last 40 or so years, I noticed that the 
schematic and parts list always agree as to resistor values, but the 
actual resistor in the radio, in some instances is something else 
(according to its markings). Always close e.g. 3k, not 2.7k etc., and 
not enough to worry about. Makes you wonder did Uncle Bill Halligan put 
in what ever was on sale that month??

Service Guide HD-10 Keyer 


The following steps are a troubleshooting sequence you can use to isolate 
each stage of the keyer and check its operation. It is difficult to 
check circuits when the keyer is in operation because voltages change 
rapidly. With this troubleshooting sequence, you can stop the keyer 
action in each state of operation to cehck voltages and other circuit 
conditions. After you pinpoint the area of trouble, check all parts and 
connections in the associated circuitry. 


1. Measure voltages at the points shown in figure 9 on page 32 of the 
manual. This checks the circuits for prober bias voltages while they are 
at rest. In this condition, each multivibrator has one transistor cut 
off and the other saturated, the clamp transistors are all saturated, and 
the switch tansistor and its driver are both cut off. The following 
transistors will be saturated while the circuits are at rest: Q1, Q3, 
Q5, 06, Q9 and Q11. 


The following conditions exist when a transistor is cut off: No collector 
current flows; the collector voltage will be nearly at the supply 
voltage; and the base will be biased negatively with respect to the 
emittor for NPN transistors [2N2712], or positively for PNP transistors 
[2N407 and 2N398A]. 


The following conditions exist when a transistor is saturated: its 
collector voltage will be nearly the same as its emitter voltage; if the 
voltage between the emitter and base is measured, the base will be biased 
toward the supply voltage, silightly positive for NPN transistors, and 
slightly negative for PNP transistors. 


2. Remove Q1!. Now the audio tone whould be on, indicating that the 
audio circuitry works. Replace Q11. 


3. Ground teh hand key terminal. A tone should be heard, showing that 
Q1 is working, and the transmitter should key, indicating that Q8 is 
working. Remove the ground. 


4. Remove Q5. A tone indicates that Q7 is working. 


5. Measure the emitter-to-base voltage of Q6. A base reading of about 2 
volts negative to the emitter indicates that Q6 is receiving the 
dash-completion voltage. 


6. Ground the base of Q2. Measure the base-to-emitter voltage of Q3. A 
reading that shows the base is about 1 volt negative with respect to the 
emitter indicates proper dash-completion voltage from Q5 to Q3. Replace 


Q5. 


7. Ground the base of Q2. Momentarily ground the base of Q5: This 
should cause the tone to go on and stay on until the base of Q4 is 
momentarily grounded. This indicates that the flip-flop multivibrator is 
working. Remove the ground from the base of Q2. 


8. Momentarily ground the base of Q5. A short-duration tone signal 
indicates that the completion circuitry is working. 


9. Remove Q1. the tone should be heard, indicating that the dot signal 
is reaching Q7. 


10. Measure the base-to-emitter voltage of Q3. a reading that shows the 
base is about 2 volts negative with respect to the emitter indicates that 
proper dot-completion voltage is reaching Q3. Replae Q1. 


11. Remove Q3. Dots should be heard, indicating that the dot generator 
is working. 


12. Remove Q6. Dashes should be heard, indicating that the 
multivibrators are all working. Replace Q3 and Q6. 


13. Measure the base-to-emitter voltge of Q3, with the paddle at the 
dots position. This voltage should show that the base is about 4 volts 
negative, indicating proper dot keying. 


14. Measure the base-to-emitter voltage of Q6, with the paddle at dots. 
the base voltage should remain positive with respect to the emitter. 


15. Measure the base-to-emitter voltage of Q6, with the paddle at 
dashes. The base voltages at both Q6 and Q3 should show that these bases 
are about 5 volts negative with respect to their emitters, 


16. Note: It may also be helpful to refer to the oscilloscope waveforms 
in the circuit description, Similar waveforms would be obtained in your 
keyer if an oscilloscope with good low-frequencey response is available. 
The oscilloscope must be capable of fast rise-time to see the trigger 
pulse shown in figure 14, since this pulse is extremely short. A 10:1 
divider probe should be used with the oscilloscope to avoid loading the 
trigger pulses with cable capacitance.

When servicing a keyer that is inoperative, check for proper grounding 
at: 


1. The on-off switch. 
2. The two ground lugs on the chassis rear panel. 
3. The phone jack on chassis rear panel. 

Be sure all hardware at these points is secure. 


Thats everything on the fiche I hold that covers the HD-10 Keyer.
